However, I must 
wait to present my bill so 
that it can receive a full, 
unabbreviated hearing." 

Agnos also stated that 
the reaction from the 
Dade County election had 
slowed down, but not 
killed, chances for pass¬ 
age of his legislation this 
year. 

He continued, "Human 
rights have never been 
won by popular election. 
If Abraham Lincoln's 
Emancipation Proclama¬ 
tion had been put to a 
vote, it probably would 
have lost too. 

"The homosexual com¬ 
munity is a strong and 
brave one. It will over¬ 
come the temporary set¬ 
back. 

"During the interim, I 
intend to use the time 
with other legislators to 
demystify 'the whole sub¬ 
ject of homosexuality. 
False, distorted stereo¬ 
types about homosexual 
people permeate most 
elements of society and 
that includes government 
in general and the Legis¬ 
lature in particular. 

"For example, major 
American cities - Wash¬ 
ington, D.C.; New York; 


Detroit; Minneapolis; St. 
Paul; Portland, Oregon; 


Seattle, Washington; San 
Francisco; and Austin. 
Texas - have enacted 
similar legislation with no 
problems in schools ac¬ 
cording to reports avail¬ 
able from law enforce¬ 
ment. 

"Anita Bryant and some 
politicians have exploited 
those false, negative 
stereotypes to their tem¬ 
porary advantage. 

"Together with the 
homosexual community, I 
intend to use the extra 
time in the next several 
months to raise the con¬ 
sciousness of my col¬ 
leagues and present to 
them the correct image of 
homosexual people as 
peaceful^ hard-working, 
law-abiding American 
citizens."

directed that a national 
conference be held in 
Houston in November 
1977 and that preliminary 
conferences be held in 
each of the 50 states and 
3 territories. From these 
state conferences would 
come the delegates and 
issues for the Houston 
convention. 

Prior to the Los 
Angeles meeting word was 
out that the anti-ERA, 
anti-abortion, anti-Gay 
rights would make a drive 
to capture the California 
women. (Phyllis Schafly 
and Anita Bryant were 
rumored to appear.) 

Feeling ran so high that 
the conference was al¬ 
most cancelled and an 
estimated 6,000 women 
showed up to insure that 
the conference was not 
kidnapped by dissenting 
factions. 

According to Jane 
Townsend (past president 
of the local NOW chap¬ 
ter), Gay rights became a 
major issue of the three- 
day meeting. Ms. Town¬ 
send, who was in charge 
of all the workshops and 
arranged for the 115 
facilitators, said that Gay 
issues resolutions which 
were listed on 44th were 
moved to 3rd place on the 
agenda. 

The 200 workshops con¬ 
densed their concerns to 
70 resolutions of which 68 
were endorsed by the 
Sunday plenary session. 

Among the Gay related 
issues endorsed were 
several that recommended 
that Anita Bryant stop 
scapegoating Gay people 
ana Gay teachers. 

The conference en¬ 
dorsed Gay Rights Day 
marches wherever they 
were held, affirmed the 
right of Gay people to live 
openly, amend discrimina¬ 
tion laws to include sexual 
preference. 

The women voted to 
press for equal rights in 
inheritance, insurance. 
taxes { property, social 
security. That single 
adults living together re¬ 
ceived the same hospital 
visiting privilege as mar¬ 
ried couples. 

Surprising to some 
observers, the conference 
went so far to vote that 
government funds be allo¬ 
cated to a National 
Lesbian Mothers defense 
fund. 

A slate of 101 delegates 
will carry these resolu¬ 
tions to the Houston 
national women's conven¬ 
tion in hopes of their 
implementation.

"But there are other sheep of mine, not belonging to 
this fold, whom I must bring in; and they too will 
listen to my voice." - John 10:16 

I speak of the Church and of the Lord to whom 
Robert had been committed, of the Church and the 
Lord to whom many of us have been, or were, 
committed as children and young adults. 

Some of us who have come this day to mourn 
the death of Robert have entered the institutional 
walls of a church for the first time in many years. 
A sense of personal integrity has kept us distant and 
has, in fact, demanded our absence. 

Voices like Anita Bryant's sounding from pulpits 
in both Catholic and Protestant traditions have 
declared precepts that would exclude Gay Christians 
from full membership in the Kingdom. Other pulpits 
have remained silent and in that silence must bear 
even more the burden of Robert's death. 

In brighter moments the Church has offered its 
children guidance and a standard of value for 
personal integration and social intercourse. In the 
matter of sexuality and homosexuality in particular, 
the Church has failed and caused some oi her most 
devoted children to bleed. In sacrificial loyalty a 
few of those children are bringing forth a new day of 
light and love. 

They have remained loyal because, in spite of 
suffering rejection, they could not aeny in the 
depths of their hearts that Jesus, the Good Shep¬ 
herd, came not to refine an old set of rules nor to 
order a new list of "Thou shalt nots." He fulfilled 
the ancient law by giving flesh and blood to 
sacrificial love. I have come," He said, "that men 
and women may have life, and may have it in all its 
fullness. 

Christians ever since have celebrated that 
fullness or they have feared it. And fear, we know 
too well, is the mother of hate and violence. 

The Good Shepherd who knows His sheep knows 
them in their fullness - that fullness includes their 
sexuality. 

The Church as institution must abandon the 
notion that sexuality is sinful. Sexuality is a mighty 
gift, one of the mightiest gifts of our Creator God. 

Jesus did not settle for tolerance. He went 
beyond mere acceptance. He affirmed persons by 
giving them a vision of their full potential. He 
offers to us a share in that affirmation and asks that 
we affirm our brothers and sisters in the fullness of 
their lives as we trust in His love. 

Robert's mother and loved ones do us great 
honpr that this Cathedral, the Episcopal Church and 
Christians at large may share in mourning his violent 
death and m celebrating the victory of his quiet life, 
lived in honesty, humility and in communion witn 
God's love. 

R°b ert did not seek a martyr's grave, but, as 
with martyrs before him, his death has given new 
strength to this community in pleading the cause of 
human wholeness by responsible example, and in 
wresting the voice of God's healing Word from the 
heralds of violence and hate. 

May we go forth from this place together to 
claim a new day for peace and love.

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Milk Blasts 
Supervisors In 
Campaign 
Kickoff

Kicking off his cam- 

E aign for Supervisor in 
►istrict 5, Harvey Milk 
blasted the current Board 
of Supervisors for their 
inattention to the needs 
of the Gay community and 
other minorities in the 
city. The occasion was a 
dinner held at the Gay 
Community Center on 
Friday, June 24. Milk's 
supporters said that the 
dinner was purposely held 
at the Gay Center to call 
attention to the fact that, 
according to Milk, the 

? resent Supervisors want 
o tear down the Center 
to make way for another 
parking garage. 

Senator Milton Marks, 
the scheduled guest 
speaker, was detained in 
Sacramento because the 
State Senate was in late 
session on its final day. 
The Senator's wife. 
Carolene, read a prepared 
statement for her husband 
and told of the Senator's 
strong feeling of the need 
for Milk's election to the 
Board. Allan Baird, the 
popular San Francisco 
labor leader, praised 
Milk's already proven 
leadership role in bringing 
labor into the Gay move¬ 
ment, and bringing labor 
and the city's neighbor¬ 
hoods together to win the 
fight for district elec¬ 
tions." Baird pointed out 
that it was Harvey Milk 
who brought these two 
groups together for the 
First time in the history of 
politics in this city; Baird 
concluded by saying that 


Milk has "done more for 
San Francisco without 
holding any office than 
most who do occupy 
elected or appointed posi¬ 
tions." 

Quentin Kopp, Presi¬ 
dent of the Board of 
Supervisors, a surprise 
drop-in, spoke briefly 
about Milk's supervisoral 
race two years ago when 
Harvey narrowly missed 
winning. Kopp said that 
Harvey’s campaign was 
carried out on the highest 
level of any campaign he 
has seen in San Francisco 
in many years. As a 
result of that past cam¬ 
paign, and Milk's inde¬ 
pendent stand, Kopp en¬ 
dorsed Milks current 
campaign for Supervisor. 


Milk called for a joining 
together of all who have 
been left out of participa¬ 
tion in their government, 
including Gays, women, 
Blacks, Asians, the elderly 
and the handicapped. 
Harvey strongly attacked 
the other candidates in 
District 5, especially the 
Gay candidates, and 
questioned why they have 
"remained silent again and 
again on District, as well 
as city-wide, issues." He 
wondered aloud why those 
other Gay candidates, who 
claim to be leaders, had 
remained out of sight 
particularly during the 
troubled days after 
Miami. 

In concluding his mov¬ 
ing speech, Milk explained 
why ne has run for office 
before and why he was 
continuing to fight. He 
stressed the need for Gay 
legislators and leaders to 
represent the community 
rather than "friends," no 
matter how good friends 
they claim to be. Milk 
further stressed that 
those Gay leaders who are 
running and could use 
their current positions

within the community had 
failed to show any leader¬ 
ship whatsoever when 
responsibility was thrust 
upon them these past few 
weeks. "Their absence 
and silence show their un¬ 
willingness to lead, and 
that leadership is what 
elective office is all 
about," Milk said. Milk 
told his audience that it 
was not only his fight, but 
theirs as well and that the 
need for victory was to 
give to the many young 
people throughout the 
nation who are just "com¬ 
ing out" in these troubled 
times "what is so desper¬ 
ately needed now - Hope."

pledged his support of Gay 
civil rights legislation, 
O'Leary and Voeller 
added, "and we expect the 
President to live up to 
that pledge." 

In the interview, the 
President said he did not 
feel that homosexuality 
was a normal inter¬ 
relationship and when 
pressed on the issue com¬ 
mented, "That's something 
Td rather not answer." 

The NGTF Co- 
Executive Directors 

pointed out that as a 
result of the elections in 
Dade County, Florida, 
early in June, the issue of 
Gay rights is at the fore¬ 
front of national atten¬ 
tion. And, they added, 
"When the nation is con¬ 
cerned, the President 
should not intentionally 
avoid the issue." 

O'Leary and Voeller 
pointed out that Mr. 
Carter did indicate some 
understanding of the 
growing issue of Gay 
human rights when he said 
he doesrnt see homosexu¬ 
ality as a threat to the 
family, that he doesn t 
feel that society, through 
its laws, ought to abuse of 
harass the homosexual, 
and that he recognized 
that, in his own words, "I 
know that there are 
homosexuals that teach, 
and the children don't 
suffer." 


Gays File

The Council on Religion 
and the Homosexual filed 
a Fairness Doctrine com¬ 
plaint against San Fran¬ 
cisco's KVOF TV - Chan¬ 
nel 38 - Tuesday, June 14. 

KVOF TV, a religious 
station, has repeatedly 
aired programs that pre¬ 
sent the views of Anita 
Bryant's Save Our Child¬ 
ren lobby, opposing legis¬ 
lation designed to protect 
Gay people from discrimi¬ 
nation in housing and em¬ 
ployment.

being homosexuals or not, 
but simply because they 
lack ability. I think Anita 
Bryant is barking up the 
wrong tree." 

Spock appeared at a 
press conference in San 
Francisco, sponsored by 
the local Bisexual Center. 
He also said that those 
who are anti-abortion, 
anti-women's rights and 
anti-everything appear to- 
be the same people who : 
support campaigns like 
Save Our Children. The 
famed physician urged 
that parents should teach 
their children about 
developing good character 
and let children make 
decisions for themselves.

The passage of A would 
void our earlier passage of 
a law requiring that 
supervisors be elected by 
neighborhood districts. 
To me, this means more 
responsive government 
because it comes from the 
people rather than from 
monied interests. It takes 
considerable money to run 
a city-wide campaign, and 
supervisors appear to have 
sold their souls in order to 
gamer that kind of money 
from the very interests 
that work against the 

f eople. I supported Dis- 
nct Elections originally, 
and I ask that you join 
with the mayor and the 
sheriff in supporting Dis¬ 
trict Elections. Vote NO 
on A! 

Those who want to con¬ 
tinue our present system 
of city-wide elections 
would like to convince the 
public that Gay people no 
longer support the mayor 
and sheriff. They wish to 
discredit the mayor and 
sheriff, who are urging a 
NO on A and B. Some 
Gay people will fall into 
their hands, permitting 
the Chamber and their 
friends to continue to run 
City Hall. Some Gay 
people also support B be¬ 
cause they feel that the 
mayor is not now "doing 
enough" for the Gay com¬ 
munity. They also fall 
into the hands of the 
enemy. 


A four-year study of 
sexual practices among 
Roman Catholics in the 
United States indicates 
increasing numbers of 
them are turning away 
from traditional churcn 
teachings and "have taken 
charge of their own sex 
lives. 

In addition to the wide¬ 
spread lay revolt against 
tradition, the report cited 
another survey indicating 
only a small percentage of 
American priests are now 
willing to support the 
church's absolute ban on 
birth control. 

The study was launched 
four years ago by the 
Catholic Theological 

Society of America's com¬ 
mittee on human sexuality 
in the face of what Sister 
Agnes Cunningham, soci¬ 
ety president, called "a 
massive breakdown on 
Catholic adherence to 
traditional church teach¬ 
ings." 

The study will be pub¬ 
lished under the title, 
"Human Sexuality: New 
Directions in American 
Catholic Thought." 

Cunningham and four 
other theologians wrote 
the report and sided with 
the dissidents. 

"No priest, bishop, 
archbishop, cardinal - not 
even a pope - can inter¬ 
fere with the relationship 
between a person, his 
well-informed conscience 
and his God on sexual 
matters," the report con¬ 
cluded. 

Cunningham said she 
and her fellow authors do 
not consider the report 
controversial, even though 
it breaks with traditional 
doctrine on such things as 
artificial contraception 
and premarital sex, which 
she said, at times "can be 
morally justified." 

Vatican observers said 
Pope Paul VI is believed 
to nave had the report in 
mind when he told nearly 
100 American cardinals 
and bishops to beware of 
challenges to the teaching 
of sexual morality. 

The authors said "ques¬ 
tions and crises occur 
these days among both 
laymen and pastors," but 
most laymen, according to 
the theologians, "already 
have taken charge of their 
own sex lives."

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After the June 7 vic¬ 
tory against Gay people 
by the have Our Children 
forces, the political state¬ 
ment advocates had the 
clear edge for the first 
time. The parade organ¬ 
izers' ban on nudity and 
other "negative imagery" 
stuck. There was a new 
self-discipline, borne of a 
near-universal acknowl¬ 
edgement that Gay libera¬ 
tion has entered a new era 
- an era contending with 
serious backlash for the 
first time, because Gay 
liberation is being taken 
seriously at last. 

It was thus a parade of 
signs. Two groups in par¬ 
ticular were prolific. 
Gays for Peace, which had 
sent flowers to public 
officials during the pre¬ 
ceding Gay Pride Week, 
and Eureka Valley Neigh¬ 
borhood Arts organizers 
designed the deep blue 
banner proclaiming in 
white letters near the 
head of the parade, 
"Human Rights Are Abso¬ 
lute — Jimmy Carter." 
They handed out hundreds 
of signs to spectators who 
joined the parade. 

So did the graphics 
committee of the new 
Coalition for Human 
Rights. Gilbert Baker and 
Tandy Belew coordinated 
the making of "two truck- 
loads" of Gay liberation 
signs, 50 flags and banners 
(including the "Gay 
Power" proclamation that 
caught the breeze on a 
Civic Center flagpole), 
and the huge placards 
complementing the Gay 
Fair stage. Forty people 
worked five straight 
nights to help effect the 
stunning visual of row 
after row of Gay people 
undeter ably marching for 
freedom. 

What's more, Straights 
for Gay Rights, organized 
by Chula Nuno, were en¬ 
thusiastically involved. 
"If they can take away 
some persons' rights, they 
can take away anybody's. 
Gays responded along the 
entire route with sus¬ 
tained applause upon see¬ 
ing their banners. 

What's more, it was not 
all San Franciscans. They 
came from all over the 
Bay Area - Stanford, San 
Jose, Berkeley, Santa 
Rosa. They came from 
Reno and Salt Lake City. 

They came from Hol¬ 
land and London in 
chartered planes - bring¬ 
ing home to Americans 
the domineering "human 
rights" international 

theme of 1977. They gave 
astounding tribute that 
San Francisco is an inter¬ 
national city. Their 
journey asserted that, 
directly contrary to the 
message from Miami, San 
Francisco remains in the 
tradition of human liber¬ 
ties which the United 
Kingdom and the Nether¬ 
lands have been advancing 
for centuries. 

What's more, there 
were eight times more 
women this year than last 
year. One-third of the 
entire 1977 Gay parade 
was women: Dykes on 

Bikes, women teachers, 
the Lesbian Rights Alli¬ 
ance, East Bay Women, 
the Berkeley Women's 
Health Collective, Dis¬ 
abled and Lesbian 
Mothers. Celeste New- 


brough of the new Lesbian 
Rights Alliance told why: 
The negative reason 
more women were in¬ 
volved was that there was 
a feeling no one could sit 
back while people's rights 
were being subject to re¬ 
call. The positive reason 
was the feeling that - 
Lesbians and Gay men - 
we're all in it together. 
Women are beginning to 
sense that there is a 
strong effort on the part 
of men to share leader¬ 
ship." 

There were Gay reli- 

f ious groups: Metropoli¬ 
an Community Church, 
the Unitarian Gay Caucus, 
and Dignity (Gay 
Catholics). 

There were Gay profes¬ 
sionals: Gay Teachers, 

Gay Healthworkers, Gay 
Writers and Artists, 
Pacific Telephone em¬ 
ployees, Gay Law 
Students, the Golden Gate 
Business Association. 

There were imperial 
courts: the Emperor and 
Empress of San Francisco, 
the Court of Wine and 
Roses (Santa Rosa), the 
Owl Court of Modesto, 
the Imperial Court of San 
Joaquin, the Merced and 
Silver Courts, the Great 
Northern Imperial 

Emperor. 

There were Gay politi¬ 
cal groups: Gay American 
Indians, Third World Gays, 
the Stonewall Coalition 
(BAGL and Gay Action), 
the Alice B. Toklas Demo¬ 
cratic Club, the new Save 
Our Human Rights. 

There were again the 
fabulous disco floats: Oil 
Can Harry's, Bones, The 
City, the Rainbow Cattle 
Company. 

There was Gay radio: 
Fruit Punch and KDHS, 
the latter sounding the 
alert to the vanishing 
species of long-haired Gay 
hippies. 

There were Gay and 
straight politicians: 

Assemblymen Art Agnos 
and Willie Brown and 
School Board Commission¬ 
er Bill Maher on the 
Toklas float; and Permit 
Appeals Commissioner 
Rick Stokes. There were 
supervisorial candidates 
Carol Ruth Silver, Jim 
Earnshaw, Harvey Milk, 
Terry Hallinan, Barry 
King; and city treasurer 
candidate Kay Patchner. 

There was Jack Camp¬ 
bell of the Dade County 
Coalition, expressing his 
thanks for the great moral 
and financial help that 
came from San Francisco 
in their referendum fight. 
Finally, there was the 
Santa Cruz Ad Hoc Com¬ 
mittee. Santa Cruz had 
been denied a Gay Pride 
Week: one official said he 
would rather issue a com¬ 
mendation to Anita 
Bryant. 

After all the energies 
spent on participating in 
and observing the parade, 
the Gay Freedom Day 
Fair was anti-climactic. 
Whereas thousands had 
danced until sunset at 
Marx Meadows the last 
two years, thousands 
drifted away from the 
Civic Center fair site this 
year immediately follow¬ 
ing the parade. Observers 
noted the changed tone 
from previous years. Not 
onlv was there the fore¬ 


boding spiritual presence 
of Anita Bryant, there 
was also the memory of 
Robert Hillsborough. 

Hillsborough had been 
murdered four days before 
by four homophobic 
youths. Hundreds of 
floral tributes were laid 
pn the steps of City Hall 
in his memory. Gay 
people seemed in a mood 
to emphasize their civil 
rights - and to mourn. 

The Fair started an 
hour late. Organizers had 


no way of perceiving a 
nearly four-hour parade. 
Speakers and entertainers 
were scrambled at the 
last minute, after months 
of meticulous planning by 
the Unity Foundation. 
Some women were 
angered that men speak¬ 
ers appeared first, prob¬ 
ably unaware that women 
had been scheduled first 
originally. 

Actually, the Fair's 
stage production nearly 
collapsed in the final 


week. When the Gay 
(Freedom Day Committee 
began visualizing the 
masses of humanity that 
would sweep the Civic 
Center that afternoon, it 
hurriedly arranged for 
Omni Productions of 
Marin County to take 
charge of setting up a 
concert stage appropriate 
for those proportions. 
Extra funds - $1600 - for 
that project were raised 
and expended in a near

panic, according to some 
insiders. Permits for the 
Civic Center were not 
finalized until the last 
few days. 

But such disarray was 
invisible to the public - 
both Gay and non-Gay. 
The hoped-for edict of 
Gay people massed and 
united resounded unmis¬ 
takably. Gays were de¬ 
termined, yet dignified. 
The 300 police officers 
kept in reserve to protect 
the peace did not need to 
be mobilized. Nearly 200 
monitors executed praise¬ 
worthy intra-community 
self-policing. 

However, Lee Mentley, 
Gay Freedom Day Com¬ 
mittee program chair, 
gave this sobering assess¬ 
ment: "It should not be 

misunderstood that be¬ 
cause we exercised con¬ 
trol and restraint that 
does not mean we accept 
that kind of control and 
restraint from the 
straight community as 
oppression. We are not 
aDout to calm down."

Anita’s 

Problems 

by George Mendenhall 

Anita Bryant's anti-Gay 
campaign has not affected 
her status with the Singer 
Sewing Machine Company, 
which has signed the sing¬ 
er for three television 
specials. However, else¬ 
where she is faced with 
continuing problems: 

- Frank Kameny, Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., activist, told 
B.A.R. that, "Save Our 
Children does not have an 
office here yet. However, 
when it and Anita arrive, 
we will be waiting for 
them. They will Know 
that there is a Gay move¬ 
ment in the capital." 

- The Pride Foundation, 
San Francisco, has filed a 
$5 million suit against 
Save Our Children and its 
officers charging that 
they acted in conjunction 
witn others to deprive 
Gay people of their secu¬ 
rity and livelihood. 

- Anita Bryant lost her 
biggest source of income - 
publicity for the Florida 
Citrus Commission. A 
commission official said 
that he would have pre¬ 


ferred it if she had just 
resigned, but when she 
didn t she was replaced by 
musical conductor Arthur 
Fiedler. (Fiedler said he 
would have nothing to say 
about anything contro¬ 
versial.) 

- Thousands of Gay 
demonstrators continue to 
plague Bryant wherever 
she makes public appear¬ 
ances. Her former cam¬ 
paign manager, Dick 
Shack, said that her ap- 

f earances were becoming 
ewer and fewer because 
she was now considered 
"too controversial." 

Some activists consider 
the $5 million suit a 
"nuisance" action to publi¬ 
cize Gay rights ana the 
anti-Gay drive of Save 
Our Children. The suit 
was filed by the Pride 
Foundation on the behalf 
of Helen Hillsborough of 
San Diego, mother of the 
late Robert Hillsborough. 
It is a conspiracy suit 
which charges that State 
Senator John Briggs (R - 
Fullerton) conspired with 
the Save Our Children, 
Inc., officials to deny Gay 
rights. Hillsborough, 33, 
was a city gardener who 
was murdered by four 
youths on June 22. It is 
alleged in the suit that 
one attacker said, "Here's

Some observers believe 
that Bryant is currently 
re-evaluating her finan¬ 
cial status in relationship 
to the current anti-Anita 
hostility. There is specu¬ 
lation that "the Lord may 
call upon her to retreat 
from her campaign. 

D.A. Responds 
To Gay Murder 

District Attorney 

Joseph Freitas, Jr., re¬ 
leased the following 
statement regarding the 
June 22 homicide of 
Robert Hillsborough: 

"Every homicide is 
tragic and horrible. How¬ 
ever, the murder of 
Robert Hillsborough is 
especially so because of 
its apparent motivation: 
a vicious attack directed 
against him because of his 
sexual orientation. 

"While San Francisco 
has a reputation for toler¬ 
ance for differing life 
styles, it has no tolerance 
and should have no toler¬ 
ance for violence regard¬ 
less of the victims' orien¬ 
tation. 

I want to reassure the 
citizens and residents of 
San Francisco who are 
Gay that my office and 
the Police Department 
are as committed to pro¬ 
tecting them as we are of 
all citizens. And we are 
as committed to appre¬ 
hending and prosecuting 
persons who victimize 
them as we do in all 
cases."

to lay the rules down. For 
example, he has clearly | 
said that no policeman is 
to use profanity to any 
San Jose citizen. Accept¬ 
ance of responsibility for 
the code of police behav¬ 
ior is the first require¬ 
ment for those in author¬ 
ity. 

JAMES: Do you feel 

any change in attitude by 
local political leaders as a 
result of the Dade County 
vote? 

WILSON: I think that 

politicians have become 
more wary, more cau¬ 
tious, towards involve¬ 
ment with the issue. The 
San Jose Mercury editori¬ 
al did refocus the Bryant 
cause as deprivation of 
human rights - even 
though its previous arti¬ 
cles were negative. 

JAMES: In a recent 

television appearance a 
local Gay leader predicted 
that the Gay Rights issue, 
could become militant, 
and compared it to the | 
explosive situation that 


existed during the Blacks' 
civil rights struggle. Can 
you see that happening? 

WILSON: I really don't. 
With Blacks there was no 
quality of life and their 
frustration level was 
extremely high. Gays 
don't have the same eco¬ 
nomic repression on a 
broad basis to contend 
with. In a general sense, 
Gays don't have the im¬ 
mediate face to face 
deprivation of a choice of 
living. 

Blacks were visible, and 
in many instances ghetto¬ 
ized, in condemned areas 
of poverty and almost 
total repression. 

JAMES: Do you have 

any personal observations 
of the current Gay Rights 
movement, or advice for 
the leaders? 

WILSON: Minority 

equal rights is a process 
of marching two days and 
slipping back one. Dia¬ 
logue is a facing of the 
issues. Confrontation is 


an emotional score for the 
victor, but it is only a 
score for that day. Dia¬ 
logue disseminates infor¬ 
mation which is necessary 
for a change of mind. 
Confrontation excites and 
creates barriers in the 
leader's mind so that he is 
incapable of offering 
decisions that will invite 
consideration and positive 
results. 

JAMES: Do you feel 

that the Gay community 
has a credible image as an 
elective force that local 
political leaders take into 
account? 

WILSON: I doubt that 
there are that many Gays 
who are willing to vote 
according to their cause - 
, only a few remain contin¬ 
ually s upp ortive for a 
cause. This can be said 
for any group or minority. 
What we need is to re- 
i quire leaders to respond 
to the solid issue of hu¬ 
man rights - I want the 
law to give equity, not 
preferential treatment, to

Hence, a client is 
referred to a lawyer who 
I has both the legal com¬ 
petence and actual expe¬ 
rience concerning a spe¬ 
cific topic of the law." 

The above remarks sug¬ 
gest that sexual prefer¬ 
ence is not a subject area 
of the law, per se. It's 
. merely a trait of a person.

647(a) Arrests 
Drop In S.J. 

by Dylan Scott 

According to statistics 
released by the Research 
and Development Division 
of the San Jose Police 
Department, the number 
arrested under penal code 
647(a) declined dramatic¬ 
ally for the month of 
April, 1977. 

The total arrests for 
April was 14, compared to 
January, February and 
March totals of 38, 33 and 
29. 

It is believed that the 
intensive campaign of 
publicity and challenge of 
the entrapment/harass¬ 
ment techniques brought 
this change about. 

Statistics during the 
winter indicated that 
647(a) arrests were up 
500% over 1976. 

According to one ob¬ 
server, the decline of 
arrests in April coincides 
with the beginning of ef¬ 
forts to document and 
publish the vice squad 


tactics. Numerous 

articles appeared in Gay 
newspapers, and a series 
in B.A.R. led to involve¬ 
ment from the other news 
media. 

It is felt that the May 
figures (not available at 
press time) will show an 
even greater drop. 

Art James, active in 
the issuej reported, "This 
50% decline in arrests for 
April indicates that our 
campaign worked and that 
we aid have a serious im¬ 
pact on the vice squad's 
senseless assault on 
human rights. 

"Moreover, we pre¬ 
vented the entrapment/ 
harassment of an undeter¬ 
mined number of people 
and that more than justi¬ 
fied all of the effort that 
went into this project." 


Police Chief McNamara 
Answers Harassment Inquiry 

In a memorandum dated June 19> San Jose 
Police Chief McNamara answered several questions 
regarding the Gay community. 

The response, sent to Vice-Mayor Susanne B. 
Wilson, contained the following comments: 

1. Statistics are not recorded to differentiate 
if an arrest is based on a citizens complaint, 
observation on the part of an officer or both. 

2. The San Jose Police Department has no 
official or unofficial policy regarding the hiring of 
Gays. The candidate will be treatea the same as 
other candidates who are attempting to enter the 
field of law enforcement. If a candidate, during the 
background investigation, indicates he is Gay, this 
factor alone will not eliminate him. In regard to 
discrimination or career development of Gays, this 
office is not aware of any Gay officers working for 
the department. (Ed. Note - better not bet on it, 
Chief.) 

3. The San Jose Police Department has no 
policy restricting couples of the same sex who wish 
to dance together or hold hands in public. 

4. The allegation that the San Jose Police 
Department is conducting intelligence operations on 
Gays either with or without a federal grant is 
unfounded. 

5. Sexual preference is not listed on reports or 
arrest records. An arrested person is normally not 
asked questions relating to sex unless the officer is 
investigating a crime involving a possible trans¬ 
vestite and the sex is unknown.

For the 
first time m its history, 
George Gershwins 

PORGY AND BESS was 
performed, complete, in a 
major American opera 
house. The gold fringes of 
San Francisco's War 
Memorial's curtain hang¬ 
ing over Catfish Row was 
a sight that brought tears 
of joy to many in the 
audience. Up until now, 
PORGY has been cut. 
butchered. and scaled 
down to Broadway houses 
and audiences. In that 
version it has even been 
mounted at some German 
opera houses, but never in 
the United States, where 
it was written. Last year 
the Houston Grand Opera 
mounted a stunning pro¬ 
duction the way Gershwin 
wrote the opera, and it 
‘ een playing to 
res in New 
, Cleveland 
and other cities. Only 
when it reached San Fran¬ 
cisco did it finally end up 
where it belongs, on the 
stage of an opera house in 


Gershwin's native country.i 
With the cuts restored 
and the full orchestra¬ 
tions, PORGY is a knock¬ 
out of an evening. Gersh¬ 
win's score has an 
abundance of genius, and 
not iust the old standards 
we have come to love, 
such as "Summertime," "I 
Got Plenty O' Nuttin'." 
and "Bess, You Is My 
Woman Now." There are 
quiet moments, gems like 
the Strawberry Woman's 
song, or "How Are You 
This Morning," and many 
musical throwaways that 

g low with the brilliance of 
rershwin's pen. 

Smartly enough, 

Houston decided to treat 
the cast as one would the 
singers in any major 
opera. Therefore, there 
are three sets of singers 
rotating in the principal 
roles, 1 was lucky to see 
two of the casts, which 
helped to show the opera 
in different lights and 
underline its varying 
strengths. When per¬ 
formed complete, PORGY 
is a long evening, three 
solid hours with onlv one

intermission. The physi¬ 
cal demands on the role of 
Porgy alone are like try¬ 
ing to sing Siegfried in 
full hospital traction; it is 
no easy task. With the 
complete text, the char¬ 
acters assume greater 
depth. Bess becomes a 
far more complex lady, 
requiring a skilled singing 
actress for the part. 
Sportin' Life assumes a 
pivotal role in the life on 
Catfish Row. To ask sing¬ 
ers to do eight perform¬ 
ances a week would do 
irreparable damage to 
their voices. 


On opening night, the 
house was primed with 
excitement, and the cast 
responded enthusiastic¬ 
ally, almost giving more 
than they should have. 
Wilhelmenia Fernandez 
was a firey Bess, a lady of 
panther-like sexuality who 
knows how to strut her 
stuff. Under the strong 
direction of Jack O'Brien, 
the production was far 
more realistic than previ¬ 
ous ones I have seen.

Sportin' Life, we wit¬ 
nessed a lady who was 
noticeably ripped to the 
tits on cocaine. Robert 
Mosley's Porgy was a full 
portrayal of the charac¬ 
ter, most sympathetically 
sung. Andrew Smith as 
Crown brought out a much 
more sadistic and domi¬ 
neering facet of his rela¬ 
tionship with Bess than I 
had remembered. His 
acting was a little bit 
stiff, but he sang with 
fullness and was believ¬ 
able as the villain. 

A week later I went 
back to catch another 

f erformance, at which 
ime the principals paced 
themselves more care¬ 
fully. Bess was sung by 
Naomi Moody, a handsome 
woman with a powerful 
voice. Her acting was a 
little sleazier in the be¬ 
ginning, a more sullen 
Bess, having lost some of 
the fire after too many 
men. As Crown, George 
Robert Merritt was a 

g reat foil. underlining 
ess's weakness to the 
touch of a hot man. At 
the second performance 
the men in the cast fared 
much better. Michael 
Smartt's Porgy was well 
sung, and intensely acted. 
It was the first time I had 
seen a Porgy who was 
young, lean, and full of 
life; a man the audience 
would genuinely love 
rather than pity. His 
departure for New York, 
"Oh Lawd, I'm On My 
Way," was deeply moving. 

At both performances. 
Sportin' Life was played 
by Larry Marshall, who 
gets top honors for a fine 
performance. In most 
productions, the role of 
Sportin' Life is cut to 
shreds, leaving his two big 
numbers, "It Ain't Neces¬ 
sarily So" and "There's A 
Boat Dat's Leavin' Soon 
For New York." In the 
uncut version, he becomes 
a focal point of the ac¬ 
tion, ana one sees him 
more as the slimy local 
pusher; always handy with 
the wipeout stuff and 
always available for some 
dirty work. Mr. Marshall 
handled the role magnifi¬ 
cently, dancing and mov¬ 
ing with the ease of a 
snake and had the best 
vocal projection of the 
cast. 

After San Francisco, 
PORGY AND BESS heads 
for the Kennedy Center in 
Washington and then a 
European tour. I hope to 
God it returns to the Bay 
Area. In its full operatic 
dimensions, undiluted to 
fit Broadway tastes, the 
Gershwin score is over¬ 
whelming. It is also an 
evening of fabulous the¬ 
ater - a microcosm of life 
and death on Catfish Row. 
There can be no doubt as 
to Gershwin's innate the¬ 
atrical sensitivity. 

As the Strawberry 
Woman sings, "It's so ripe 
and fine." Til take it over 
FORZA any day!!!

The Engima Of John Rechy

"Why such a purgatory 
of questions in an experi¬ 
ence so liberating?" - THE 
SEXUAL OUTLAW 

"Ambivalences and con¬ 
tradictions," writes John 
Rechy. "The outlaw faces 
the saboteur ... I resolve 
the clashing contradic¬ 
tions by joining the sex- 
hunt in the streets." 

I’ve been sitting in the 
middle of a manuscript on 
John Rechy for close to a 
month - mulling the in¬ 
congruities - and found 
sex no help whatsoever 
reconciling my initial, 
subsequent, and final 
impressions. 

I went to lunch with 
Rechy and his publisher's 
representative prepared 
not to like the best selling 
author. I had disliked his 
earlier books CITY OF 
NIGHT and NUMBERS and 
so too the half I had read 
of his current "docu¬ 
mentary" THE SEXUAL 
OUTLAW. 

Grove Press had gone 
all out in its promotion of 
OUTLAW (the book was 
on the top of its Spring 
list and after its first 
month was breaking into 
the best-seller ranks - 
despite the fact that parts 
of the media were refus¬ 
ing to take advertising for 
it, and others refusing to 
review it). 

Rechy was in San Fran¬ 
cisco for the American 
Publishers' Ass'n annual 
jamboree making local 
appearances and meeting 
the media of all sexings. I 
met Rechy at the Pent¬ 
house, the 32nd floor 
restaurant in the St. 
Francis Tower. 

My negative (hostile?) 
feelings were so pro¬ 
nounced that I had de¬ 
bated cancelling out - an 
option more puzzling^ than 
my resistance. Was it the 
man, the book, the mes¬ 


sage, my serving as a 
marketing vehicle that 
bothered me? I had no 
answer and feared that 
any suppression of my 
feelings would not hold. 

Happily there was no 
electrical outlet under the 
booth to plug in the re¬ 
corder, and I probably 
overlooked buying bat¬ 
teries on purpose . . . not 
wanting to listen later to 
my own confusion or lack 
of tact. 

By the second bite of 
my club sandwich, I should 
have bitten my tongue 
because I was already 

S robing why segments of 
tie Gay media were 
giving Rechy such a bad 

E ress. While others were 
eralding THE SEXUAL 
OUTLAW as a significant 
contribution to the homo¬ 
sexual literary matrix. 

Why were reviewers 
making statements as, 
"The only disappointment 
was John Rechy, whose 
offering of prose set him 
at a disadvantage and who 
was badly treated by the 
audience. (Comments on 
a benefit reading featur¬ 
ing, poet Allen Ginsberg 
ana attended by a crowd 
estimated as 'Must under a 
thousand.") I could pic¬ 
ture a literary claque 
gang up on a Rod. McKuen, 
but what had Rechy ever 
done to earn a rude audi¬ 
ence some of whom total¬ 
ly walked out. 

Things didn't improve 
when I discovered Rechy 
preferred the label 
homosexual" over the 
word "Gay" . . . for the 
same reasons I preferred 
the use of "Gay" over 
"homosexual." 

Weis it that I was pro¬ 
moting a lifestyle (Gay) 
wherein sex was but a 
part and that Rechy was 
promoting sexual defiance 
on the "battlefield" as his 
gestalt? If sex and more 














































sex was his red badge of 
courage, then how far was 
he from the oft-repeated 
crack that men are led 
around by their cocks. To 
me. genital thinking was 
dull, dated, and deaden- 

”*et we agreed on the 
depth and scope of homo¬ 
phobia rooted in the 
American personality. 
The naked hatred so often 
exhibited by both crim¬ 
inals and the police. The 
concomitant self-hatred 
of so many homosexuals. 
The destructiveness of 
exaggerated sex . . . when 
cartoon substitutes for 
human caring. 

* * * 

To the question, "What 
is it to be a sexual out¬ 
law?" Rechy writes: 

"Archetypal outsider, 
he is the symbol of sur¬ 
vival, living full at the 
very edge, triumphant 
over the threats, repres¬ 
sion, persecution, prose¬ 
cution, attacks, denunci¬ 
ation, hatred that have 
tried powerfully to crush 
him from the beginning of 
'civilization.'. Each night 
after the hunt, the outlaw 
knows he's won an an¬ 


cestral battle - just be¬ 
cause he's still alive and 
free. 

"°nly a tiny segment of 
j vas * 'homosexual 
world, the outlaw world - 
secretly admired and 
envied but publicly put 
down by the majority of 
safe homosexuals - cozy 

in heterosexual imitation 
- is not one easily chosen 
nor lived in, beautiful yet 
drenched in recurrent 
despair. Like the 

monastic life it requires 
total commitment. It's a 
world one doesn't recruit 
for, must even warn 
against because of the 
dangers, risks, sacrifices 
the outlaw faces, takes, 
makes for his outlaw joy. 

Too much Hollywood. 
John . . . The outlaw could 
just as easily be a glutton, 
a brute, a fool, or Humor¬ 
less genitalia in search of 
a soul. None of whom I 
admire or envy regardless 
of whatever coziness I 
might enjoy. 

* * * 

I found Rechy a con¬ 
genial. sensitive man - 
articulate and engaging. 
Hovering in the shades of 


40, Rechy is forestalling 
middle age with every 
device known to modern 
physical fitness and cos¬ 
metics. Just as Mae West 
is forestalling death with 
equal vigilance and cam¬ 
ouflage. Yet Mae is a 
comedienne and John 
Rechy is a serious writer. 
Rechy looks and dresses 
like Santa Monica 1955 
(his press photos take a 
discount of a dozen 
years). He freely admit¬ 
ted his pumped up body is 
his armor, his costume 
(his come on and his put 
off). 

A contemporary of 
Rechy, I joke about my 
colored moustache (a lot 
easier than tweezing out 
the gray hairs), but I 
didn't get the feeling I or 
Rechv could laugh over 
his plunging necklines or 
his cascade of thick brown 
hair. And despite the 
window dressing barriers - 
I still found John a con¬ 
genial. sensitive man - 
articulate and engaging. 
And repeatedly, I found 
myself befuddled between 
the forest and the trees. 

Lunch had lingered past 
3 PM, and I left John out¬ 
side the St. Francis rush¬ 


ing off in a cab for a radio his craft. Perhaps it is 


interview - his third work¬ 
out that day. I walked to 
my car more confused 
than before I met the 
man. 

I returned to THE 
SEXUAL OUTLAW with 
applied attention - found 
his "over voice" segments 
memorable and eminently 
quotable. The sex hunt 
episodes progressively 
duller - skippable, for that 
matter. 

In the before and after 
of the Dade County Gay 
rights K.O., his observa¬ 
tions on homophobia were 
almost prophetic. Dis¬ 
turbing. 

Rechy is not a great 
writer nor a brilliant one - 
and while he considers 
OUTLAW his most im¬ 
portant work to date, it is 
perhaps because, like so 
many other homosexuals, 
the writer has become 
politicized - and his mes¬ 
sage is now political - and 
for that factor alone the 
book is worth studying. 

At one point Rechy 
says, "Promiscuity is our 
noble revolt." Perhaps it 
is John Rechy who is in 
noble revolt - too close to 
his material for himself or

time for Rechy to take 
more of that noble revolt 
to the platforms, airwaves 
and classrooms of 
America. (He undertook 
OUTLAW'S promotional 
tour with reluctance and 
only because his publish¬ 
ers had done so much to 
launch the book.) Time to 
leave his Selma Avenue 
revolt to memory and the 
sexual underground and 
battlefield to those who 
have yet to cut their 
teeth. 

Rechy has mapped his 
turf to exhaustion and to 
persist in prowling its 
alleys and tunnels will 
reap diminishing returns. 
That Southern Californian 
mix of nostalgia and the 
eternal now which shortly 
becomes its own kind of 
caricature. 

He has earned his place 
in the van of Gay libera¬ 
tion. And if, as he be¬ 
lieves, THE SEXUAL 
OUTLAW is the acme, it 
is now time to chart new 
territories before both art 
and artist are written off 
as antic.

A RESPONSE TO 
NICHOLAS VON HOFFMAN 

Editor: 

“The Gays and the Sads” (S.F. 
Chronicle, Sunday, June 19 ... Is ... a 
shallow evaluation of the recent events in 
Dade County. The title sets the tone for 
what follows. 

I assume "sads” is your own appella¬ 
tion for heterosexuals; I assume further It 


is used by you as an antonym for “homo¬ 
sexual.” Earnest or epigrammatic, it is ill 
chosen. 

“Gay” is a term that most homo¬ 
sexuals accept and use comfortably; it is, 
moreover, a term that most sensitive 
j heterosexuals use to refer to homosexual¬ 
ity as a phenomenon rather than as a life- 
! style to be judged morally. So far as I am 
aware, neither hetero- nor homosexual 
uses “sads" to refer to heterosexuals. Try 
"straights." 

If, then, you are having a bit of pun, 
by all means enjoy. On that level the body 
of the article is, then, perhaps consistent. 

If, however, you pose the term 
seriously, one must assume your inten¬ 
tion is to convey the idea of oppositeness. 
Homo- and heterosexuals, Mr. Von 
Hoffman, are not opposites. In fact there 
is really one difference only: homosexuals 
in general do not reproduce; hetero¬ 
sexuals in general do. I think you do a 
disservice to both by suggesting they are 
opposites. 

Let’s bypass Miss Bryant and go on 
to substantive issues, as you see them. 
"Should it be legal to discriminate against 
(the gays)?” Your response: "The answer 
is, of course it should.” 

Keep in mind, if you wilL, that a gay 
person is a homosexual person, period, 
without reference to that person’s mani¬ 
festations of homosexuality. Your opinion 
founders when you single out “the loud, 
flitty kind of male and the bull-dyke type 
of female" and "an obnoxious fruity 
queen.” You are, then, addressing your¬ 
self to # "selective" discrimination. 

If you believe that the objective of 
Dade County types is to limit legal 
discrimination to specific types of homo¬ 
sexuals; to exorcise only those who are 
visibly/vocally presumably obvious; or to 
consider their jihad victorious with the ex¬ 
pulsion of gay teachers, it seems to me 
you are benignly naive. 

People of that ilk (I encourage you to 
research history) are search-and-seizers 
who will initiate a pogrom at the drop of a 
seed. Your “obnoxious fruity queen” 
would undoubtedly be the first to feel the

wrath of God at the hands of these good 
Christians; but eventually even so mascu¬ 
line and straight a man as yourself would 
be pruned if he were found to be—just 
be—homosexual. 

Even assuming that they, likewise, 
are addressing themselves to selective 
discrimination, I think you misjudge 
grossly th elegal right to so discriminate. 
This smacks of those Liberals-to-a-Point 
who: will tolerate a black in the neighbor¬ 
hood—if he’s not too black; will put up 
with a Jew in the country club—if his 
name isn’t too obvious; who will humor a 
disabled person—if that person isn’t foo 
crippled! 

If what you are saying may be para¬ 
phrased as people have the right to dislike 
whom they choose, that is self-evident 
and not subject to legislation in any case. 
But a black or a Jew or a disabled isn’t 
demanding that you love him. To hell with 
that! But the interjection of personal dis¬ 
like as a justification for legally keeping 
him out of a job or a home or a public 
building makes his rights as a human 
being subservient to their rights as bigots. 

“With most homosexuals there is no 
way of knowing who is and who isn’t 
unless they go out of their way to tell you 
. . .” Again a specious remark in the 
context of this issue. Superficially the 
statement is accurate. However, consider. 
Fellow employees talk about their wives, 
children, and mistresses; jocks in the 
dorm talk about their lays; the smart-aleck 
student asks, “Why ain’tcha married, 
teach?" Your observation would offer the 
gay two alternatives: be a liar or be a silent 
suspect. 

No, Mr. Hoffman, this potion of yours Is 
much too bitter for refined palates. I 
would encourage you to reconsider your 
ingredients or to adjust their proportions.

A RELATIVE WRITES TO ANITA 

Ms Anita Bryant 
Dear Mrs. Green 

For over a year now I have wanted to 
correspond with you to learn more about 
the Berry-Sigler side of our family, since 
we share common blood. But now I have a 
different reason for establishing contact 
with you. And I hope and pray that I may 
influence your thinking and actions. 

On May 14, I was sitting in a San 
Francisco restaurant wishing that I had 
the courage to end the agony and pain 
that I live in. While just across the way a 
young man iay in the street after ending 
his agony by plunging to the street from 
his third floor apartment window. Oh, how 
it hurt to see that young, broken, lifeless 
figure laying there. I silently said a prayer 
for him and wished that it be me lying 
there. It is most unfortunate that many 
homosexuals, young and old, come to 
San Francisco to find themselves, fail, 
and end up the same as this poor soul. 

My life is not, and has not been easy, 
and I care a great deal how others view 
me. For twenty years I fought the issue of 
self-acceptance. I now realize that if I am 
to lead a happy, fruitful life, I must admit 
to myself what I am and accept it. I no 
longer seek to change my life style, and 
all I seek is the opportunity to live my life 
peacefully, without indignation and 
shame. 

It is heartbreaking to see the sinful 
hatred that your “Save Our Children” cam¬ 
paign is causing. I feel certain that a hate 
campaign is not what you intended. 

Both of us probably share some of 
the same ideas and philosophies about 
morality. But, one thing for certain, I, or 
for that fact any one else, did not ask to be 
homosexual. You must consider this. The 
statement that some have made, “If God 
wanted there to be homosexuals, he 
would have created Adam and Bruce", is 
totally redundant. I am a creation of God 
as well as every other thing on this earth. 
And every night I pray to the same God as 
you asking for a general acceptance and 
an attempted understanding by those 
different than myself. You fail to 
recognize that many of those opposed to 
homosexuals see only those who flaunt 
themselves, and henceforth would deny 
all of us our rights to express love. The 
very thing we are fighting for is Life in its 
self. An existence without love, and the 
fullfillment of that love is not life. 

It is my philosophy to take a firm 
stand against any person (straight or gay) 
who attempts to corrupt the morals of a 
child. And I support you whole heartedly 
on that issue. But on the other hand I 
cannot help but think of the patience and 
understanding needed for parents and 
peers of the young people who have 
developed as homosexuals. This is 
essential is they are to be spared the 
agony of life as it now exists. 

At this point in the development of 
American culture, I see a strong need for a 
return to some of the basic ideas of the 
past; a strong family, church going, God 
fearing unit if we are to regain a healthy 
enduring society, absent from the type of 
bigotry you are inspiring. We all must 
become less bigoted, more understanding 
and tolerant, less self-centered, and more 
loving. 

Recently in my life I learned that to 
have self-peace, you must abandon agnos¬ 
tic attitudes and accept God as a reality 
and you must learn to love. It is desirable 
for there to be male-female loving rela¬ 
tionships. But it is not important if the 
loving couple is male-female, male-male, 
or female-female. What is Important is 
that two individuals have found them¬ 
selves and each other, and more import¬ 
antly they have found a fundamental 
element of a happy, fruitful life, Love! 

I do not advocate a homosexual 
society. But it does exist to a degree, and 
rightfully it should be allowed to. I ask of 
you to make every effort to have a more 
complete understanding of homosexuals 
before you continue your assault. If you 
are successful in this, you will see justifi¬ 
cation to redirect your campaign. You will 
become increasingly aware of the pain in 
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our lives, and you will see that in general 
we are caring, loving, decent, honest, 
respective, religious, understanding indi¬ 
viduals. You will see that there is no real 
reason why we should have to live 
unhappy, unfullfilled, painful, frustrated, 
unnatural, unsuccessfuly, lonely secret 
lives. As a group we have suffered much 
too long. You will see that homosexuality 
is a condition which touches every family 
in America, to include your own, and I can 
attest to that. 

If you must become Involved In this 
issue of homosexuality in America, I ask 
you to look at us fairly and I am sure you 
will see the light. Stop your hate cam¬ 
paign and fight for us. After all “We Are 
Your Children".
